S pring field , Ills., Jan. 5. —The railroad 
and warehouse commissioners have sent to 
the p ublic p rinter their annual rep ort of the 
condition of fifty -four railroads of the state, 
together with a statement of their business, 
Indebtedness, etc.

of all tracks in Illinois foots up 11,368 49-50 
miles. 
A comp arison of these figures with 
the rep orts for other states for 1884 shows 
that Illinois has 1,723 more miles than the 
highest numbered state, which is Iowa.

The aggregate of stocks, bonded

The
